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This Should Be a Happy Land—What is the Matter?— 


' vjhis should be « hapfy country. 

We have the land. We have the machinery. We have the 
men. 

The lan'd is so vast in extent that it could supply susten¬ 
ance for a billion. > 

The machinery is so nimble-fingered that with it any man 
can make vastly more of anything than he can consume. 

The men are so intelligent that they can run any machine 
that ever was made or that will ever be made. 

They can do more. They can multiply machinery—they 
can make more and more and more, so long as there is a de¬ 
mand for another n>achine with which to fill human wants. 

Poverty, in such a couiitryv is, not only a crime bu, a 
scandal. Jt is indefensible and intolerable. 

Yet poverty persists here in what might be this land of 
plenty, merely because those who most suffer from it do not 
know how to do away with it. 

Social-Democrats believe they know how to do away with 
poverty. Their rem^y is simple. They seek only to lay this 
great, rich country, with all its resources, at the feet of those 
who live in it. 

They believe this country rightfully belongs to the people 
of this country. 

They recognize no man's right to comple other men to live 
in misery. Nor do they recognize any man’s right to deny 
another the right to work. 

Please consider the present situation. This is the age of 
machinery. No one can work without it. The country is full 
of it. The machinery of the country is sufficient to fill every 
need,of the country. If every one who wants to could work 
without being robbed, no one would ever be idle or hungry, i 
But no one can work when he wants to. No one can work i 
unless somebody else wants him to. No one can work unless ; 
the owner of some factory or railroad wants him to work. 
No owner ever wants anybody to work unless the owner can 
see the possibility of profit from such work. The fact thot | 
the people need goods never causes any owner to want anyl 


one to work. Owners are moved by no such fact. Owners 
arc moved by the single fact of possible profit for themselves. 
If a profit is in sight men may work; if not. nobody may work. 

Thus, in the production of the things we need, the greed 
of the owners comes first and the necessities of the people 
come second. 

That is good for the owners, but bad for the people. 

That is why so many of the people are often denied the 
right to work. And it is a right. We demand that each person 
shall honestly support himself. Yet how can any one honestly 
support himself if he be denied the right to work? 

But that is not all of the stoiy or the worst of it. When a 
man is given an opportunity to work, he is not paid all he is 
worth. Part of the value he creates is held out by the owner 
of the machinery as profit. All that the owner can keep is held 
out as profit. The owner pays as low wages as he can compel 
the worker to accept. If the worker were free to demand the 
full value of his product, he would demand it. But he is never 
free. His poverty prevents him from being free. He may 
have a family to support. At least, he has himself to support. 
And he has nothing with which to support himself but his 
labor. He cannot long haggle. He cannot refuse. His necea- 
sities drive him into the arms of the man who is bent upon 
his plunder. 

Note also these further facts: The workers have only 
their wages with which to buy back the things they have 
made. But after things are made several profits are added— 
the manufacturer’s profit, the jobber's profit, the wholesaler's 
profit and the retailer's profit. With all of these profits lUded, 
how can the workers buy back all of the things they have 
made? They cannot. Their wares are not enough. 

What is the result? From the very beginning the buying 
power of the community does not represent its'needs. Every¬ 
body has to go a little short. The shorter everybody goes 
the poorer becomes the market for goods. As the market for 
goods becomes poorer the capitalist’s incentive to keep so 
many men at work becomes slighter. He lays some men off. 
That still further reduces the buying power of the community. 
Things become worse. After a while there is a panic. The 
land is strewn with disaster. Potter’s fields fill up. Suffering 


Men commit suicide. Women, become prostitutes. 
Children suffer. All in a land of plenty. All because capi¬ 
talists. beholding no opportunity for profit, would not permit 
the people to use the machinery of the country to feed them¬ 
selves. 

Here is another fact to consider in connection with the 
profit system. The restrictions that it places upon the buying 
power of the country make it imoossible that all of the people 
shall ever be employed at the same time. ' Some must always 

idle. They must be idle because, with so many millions 
living upon a scrimped basis, there is not a sufficient demand 
for goods to keep e'''*ryboa'y at work. That, too, is a part of 
the price we pay fc.- .etting a few men own the machinery 
with which all other menjnusi work. 

The present system, in fact, could not well do without a 
large standing army of unemployed. It thus converts its own 
crime into an asset for itself. Men who are idle and hungry 
Will work cheaply. By offering to work for a bare- living 
they fix-the wages of those who work. 

The Social-Democratic remedy for this situation is for the 
government to own all of the great industries of the country, 
tnd for the people to own the government. In other words, 
the Social-Democratic remedy is for the people to engage in 
collective manufacturing. A fraction of the present profits 
of the trusts would pay for them in a few years. While the 
paying procejs was proceeding goods could be sold almost at 
cost, and when the last payment had been made they could 
be sold absolutely at cost. With the trusts out of the way 
trust politicians would be out of the way, and with the initia¬ 
tive, the referendum and the recall in force the government 
would be kept at the instant command of the people. 

This is the Social-Democratic solution of the trust ques- 
j^on and the poverty question. Socialists do not believe the 
trusts can or should be destroyed. Trusts produce goods 
cheaply and economically. We like them for that. We dislike 
them only because they, rob the people in the matter of prices'l 
and, in common with all other employers, deny the right of ^ 
the people to work when they need what they can produce 
with their work.

Campaign Pamphlets by the Millions

Recently the nstlpnal campaign 
committee of the Socialist party de- 
dctermlned.to print and circulate 26.- 
000.000 pamphlsl" during the coming 
presidential can:i>algn. The p£.m- 
phlets are to eonslat of 16 pages and 
are to deal with all of the most vital 
and timely social problems from a So¬ 
cialist point oT view. It Is safe to as¬ 
sume that the numerous state hnd lo¬ 
cal organizations of the party will at 
(he same time print and distribute al 
least an equal number of pamphlets 
or leaflets, and thus no leas than 60.- 
OOO.OOO pieces of .Socialist literature 
will be giv«n to 'the people oC this 
country* to r‘ad and study within the 
next three months. But the BoclAllst 
propaganda is by no means limited to 
campaJgna The dissemination of So- 
clalial literature goes on steadily and 
systemuttcally, though on a smaller 
scale every day of the year, and U ta 
not cnnAned to pamphleteering. The 
Roclallst party In this country Is sup¬ 
ported by more than 200,000 regular 
periodical publications; dally and 
weekly newspapers and monthly 
mHKazinee. Most of them are In Eng¬ 
lish. but a great many'are printed in 
foreign languages. Almost every lan¬ 
guage spoken In this country, about 
80 in all. la represented in the Social¬ 
ist press.. Some of these publlcattons 
coilnt their circulation by hundreds 
of thousands, and all of (hem are pri¬ 
marily given to propaganda. Unlike 
the ordinary press, their political 
creed is not a mere Incident to them 
—It is (he entire object und reason 
for their existence. They are pub- 
tlshed to preach foctaltsm. every 
other consideration is subordinated 
to that purpose. 

And Hide by side with the propa¬ 
ganda of the printed word goes the 


equally effective oral propaganda. 
The Socialist party has 150.000 dues 
pay'Ing members, and almost every 
one of these is an ardent propagan¬ 
dist. If he is not blessed with the 
rift of public oratory. He talks Social¬ 
ism nt h1« home. In his shop, in his 
union. In his club or season. Thou- 
winrla of meetings are held every* 
year In all psrts of the country—pub¬ 
lic demonstrations, campaign meet¬ 
ings debates or lectures, and all of 
them deal with the one paramouat 
topic—Socialism. I^t winter the na¬ 
tional executive committee of the So¬ 
cialist party* frslablished a "Socialist 
lecture lyceum bureau.’* and more 
than 2.000 lectures were delivered un¬ 
der Us auspices, during the Initial sea¬ 
son of that Institution. For the com¬ 
ing year It Is planned to treble the 
number of such lectures. 

And with all that U must b* borne 
In mind that the Socialist movement 
Is only beginning to gain a foothold 
In this country. Its educational and 
propaganda work ts tame compared 
with the accomplishment of the older 
and stronger Socialist movements In 
the countries of Europe. The work 
of Socialist education ail over the 
world is probably the most active In¬ 
tellectual' factor operating In modem 
society. 

The Socialists do not address them¬ 
selves to . an Indiscriminate audience. 
They realize that their program does 
not appeal with equal force to all 
cloAses of the people. 6(»clallsm alms 
at the destruction of all economic 
piiviltges and all class rule. The So¬ 
cialists contend that the realization of 
their program will ultimately beneAt 
tbe entire human race, but they 
frankly recognize that Its immediate 
effects will be damaging to the bene- 
Oclartes of the present order ano ad¬ 


vantageous to Us victims. In other 
words, Hoclallsm necessarily Involvos 
An immediate material h>as to the 
capitalist classes—and a corfospond- 
Ing gain t6 the working classea The 
Socialists, therefore, make their ap¬ 
peal ptimarliy to the workers. They 
do not disdain the support of men 
and women from the more privileged 
classes. A rather considerable pro¬ 
portion of Socialist workers has al¬ 
ways been recruited from the ranks 
of Don-worktra But numerous as 
these cases may be. they are still ex¬ 
ceptions to the rule. An individual 
may be guided by purely ethical mo¬ 
tives and rise above his material ad¬ 
vantages, but economic classes os 
such are always moved by their ma¬ 
terial Interesta The capitalist revo¬ 
lution was organized and led by the 
capitallsta although a number of no- 
blea Inspired by the new spirit of 
"liberty and democracy." made com¬ 
mon cause with (he enemies df their 
own class. 

For are the Socialist activities con- 
Aned to the work oL^ropaganda. 
Modem Socialists do noF^xpect the 
Socialist order to be introduced by 
one sudden and great political cata¬ 
clysm. nor do they expect It to be ee- 
tahlished by a rabble made desperate 
by misery and starvation. The So¬ 
cialists expert that the co-operative 
commonwealth will be planfully 
built by an Intelligent and dlKtpIlned 
working cluss, thoroughly organlxed. 
well trained and fully quallAed to as¬ 
sume tbe reins of the industries. Next 
to the education of the .workers In the 
philosophy of Socialism the prime 
task of the ooclallst movement is, 
ther^ore, their political and econom¬ 
ic orlanization.—Metropolitan.

Milwaukee’s mayor has not presented a spectacle to arouse] 
the admiration of the church-parlor refonners who constituted the 
original "non-partisans” and who were elbowed out of the way by Big 
Business and its Reactionary allies when they awoke to its merits. 

The Westminster League is attempting' to revitalize itself with 
the approach of winter and is seeking new ideas to be employed in civic 
usefulness. The elimination of national party tags from municipal 
politics has not resulted in that particular paradise which the un¬ 
sophisticated saw in their visions when they were consuming twenty- 
five cent suppers and regenerating the city in their mind's eye. 

We apprehend that there will be a disposition among those who 
were duped by "the authorities" to place upon Mayor Bading the 
responsibility.

When prisoners become mutinous, when, without any chance or 
effort to escape, they refuse to obey the orders of their superiors in 
mute protest against their treatment, we may be sure that they have 
suffered abuses which have become intolerable.

Are Copying After Milwaukee Socialists 


Unless there should 
be cause for revolt, we may be sure that convicts would not invite the 
severe and cruel punishment certain to be visited upon them for mu¬ 
tiny by resisting the authority of the prison management. 

In a report to The Chicago Tribune on the conditions in the 
Michigan' prison, Oscar E. Hewitt tells of the methods of disciplining 
the convicts that led to the revolt. Here is the story of the flogging 
of nine prisoners: , , 

A barrel waa placed upon a ladder which lay flat upon the floor. 

Each vlcilni was made to strip hts buck and lie with his face down 
across the barrel. .About his wrists were placed handcuffs and his 
arms were stretched out In front and fastened to a round In the 
ladder. L^f Irony were placed on his ankles and his feet were 
• stretched out behind. A gag was placed in the mouth of every one 
except a big husky fellow who, 1 wus (old. works In the engine room 
as a stoker. Over those who had thin white skins a sheet was placed, 
while those with the thick yellow hides had to take !t bare. With 
these preliminaries over, a bulky guard w,ho lives here In Jackson 
started In to whale the \ictim. You can make It sa horrible as you 
want to and you *'.*on*t be exaggerating it much. Some convicts 
brought In were white with fright and could hardly talk. One fel- *' 
low's Ups quivered and hts eyes'buiged out like walnuts. A small 
fellow succeeded in wriggling the gag out of hla mouth and he begged 
piteously for mercy. He promised anything that was fuked of him 
If the man thiit was doing the whipping would only let op. - But he 
had to take the full dore prescribed for him. Two felluwa fainted and 
another fellow was lln p when he waa taken off the barrel. 

It seems almost incredible that in a civilized state such indignities 
should be visited upon convicts. Yet they are not uncommon. The 
authority that is placed in the bands of prison officials debases them. 
They are brutalized and. unless they are men who are moved by the 
highest and purest of motives and a love for their fellow men, abuse 
of their authority is almost inevitable. The greatest vigilance should 
be exercised to protect prisoners from the brutality of their keepers. 

The people of Wisconsin have occasion to inquire into their ow» 
prison management. The abuse of prisoners in permitting their labor 
to be exploited by contractors is not creditable to the state. We still 
are disposed to look upon, the convict as a social outcast who has for¬ 
feited all right to humane treatment. If we no longer invent machinery 
for fiendish torture, we still torture the convict by chaining him to a 
machine that he may be employed for the state's proRt.—Milwaukee 
Leader.

The crows.came and gobbled 
down ihese loose ‘grains and so«)n the farmer 
was amused by :be odd actions and uuusual 
chattering of the blrda The crows hi*came hi¬ 
lariously drunk and as some of them were 
too booxy" to fly, ihr^farmer captured them. 
•Those that made their escape seemed to hava 
learned a useful lesson, for after that not a 
crow ventured v> light In that field for two or 
three weeka There are many men who might 
prtffit by the action of these birds in avoiding 
temptation,—K. A. DAOt’E.
